Interesting experiments on new  armor
plate for war ships have just been cone
oluded at Shoeburyness, at the mouth of the
Thames, The outer plate la elx Inches thick,
mafe nof the bhest steel, the backing conslst-
ing of A epeclnl ecomposition, the nature of
which s helng kent n secret. Thoe new plates

| wern fired at with a 360-pound profectile at

n distance of 200 yarls. When black pow-
der was used the armor plate was after gev-
eral ghota found to be practienlly uninjured,
the shot belng In some Instances reduced to
powder by the force of the Impnet. With
cordite It was found that the outer plate
eould he penetrated three Inches, and under
pertain elreumstnnees the shot went right
through, hut the soverest teasts falled to

erack the plate. In naval warfare a  hole
mada by n ghot below the water line ean
always be plugged wup, but eracked and

split armor plates necessitate dry docking,

In the ecase of the new plates, when twa
shota were fired simnltaneously, hitting the
plate two feet apart, there were still no

slgns of fracture,
